“No history of the Colony 
would be complete without a 
reference to the recurring 
water shortages; or the 
reservoir schemes which , 
wore necessitated by a 
rapidly increasing popula- 
tion — though the supply 
has never quite kept pace 
with the growth of the 
demand. ot 

“The first water shortage of 
reo) gravity wos in 1886. How- 
ever shortages of varying Inten~ 
sity were experienced at even 
earlier dates. A drought in 1883 
drew comment in the press. 
Many streams and wells dricd 
up. Flowers withered — to the 
‘despair of the organisers of the 
Flower Show — and the concern 
of Hongkonglites of those years 
was not for thelr own crinking 
needs but only for the flowers, 

"The 1886 shortage was how« 
ever a bad one, The poorer 
class Chinese. resorted to tho 
meagre, filthy trickles’ coming 
down the nullahs, and sickness 
became rife. Heavy rain in the 
tate summer relieved the situa 
tion in the nick of tinfe, 

“The next bad shortage was 
experienced in 1902, An ¢x- 
tract from the Hongkong Tele- 
guph oof May 5 Teported: 
“Though all are noturally com- 
plaining of the great in- 
comvenicnoe occasioned by the 
scarelty of water it cannot be 
denied that the grumblings from 
upper levels are fot so war- 
rantabla os the walilings from 
the fetld dens of West Point and 
Wancha}, 

“There it is tat the results of _ 
a drought are felt with on acute- 
nega unknown to those whose 
greatest trouble Is the loss of o 
morning tub; there it is that the 
struggle for existence continues 
with a keenness unknown in 
other places; and there it ls that 
an efficient supply of water is 
needed, to stave off the, many, 
diseases to which the “native 
cammunity are such ready 
victims,"

OWEVER records show 
that dam-building was 
an early concern of the 
Governors of Hongkong. 
Previous to the year 1858, 
water was obtained either 
from wells or by damming 
up the streams and leading 
the water by pipes to places 
where required. 

To supplement this supply it 
was suggested to lead water 
from Polcfulam Road around the 
Hl to the city, and to intercept 
any other strcams that could be 
taken {nto the aqueduct. But 
the Governor of that tlme did 
not consider it was the Govern- 
ment's affair to construct worl 
for tho purpose of supplying 
water to the Inhabitants of the 
elty, ond suggested that a com- 
Pany should be formed to carry 
out these works; and it was 
therefore not until the following 
year, when a change of Gover-" 
hors occurred, that a prize was

A committee was formed to

10 Inch pipes with two large 
tanks situated above Tai Ping 
Shan and known as No 1 and 
No 2 tanks, These works were 
estimated to cost $170,000.
